hab Z nuch right belonging to any Subtect, buf onelyto our two Jui 
ces of Oycr and Terminer of Our Fozreſts , the one on this ſide 

Trent, and the other beyond : Therfoze we do ſtraightly charge andcommand, aſwell that 
no perſon doe pꝛeſume to ſend any Warrant vnto any Our Foreſts, Chates and Parkes, vp⸗ 
on pꝛetente of any ſuch right, as alſo all Lieutenants, Wardens oꝛ other Officers of Our Foz- 
reſts, Chaces and Parkes, that they ſerueno Warrants of any, but onely of Our ſaid Juſtices 
of Our Foꝛreſts, Chaces and Parkes, and of ſuch as haue right by being Lieutenants oꝛ ether 
pꝛintipall Officers ofthe Foꝛreſts, which of right haue it by the allowance of the Juſlites of 
Our Fozreſts, attoꝛding to the Law ofthe Foꝛreſt. And if any ſhall either ſend oꝛ ſerue ton⸗ 
trarpy to this Our Declaration of Our pleaſure, we ſhall, as We haue cauſe, make them feele 


Our diſpleaſure.
